GRANT IN THE LOBBY. 

THE SENATORS MUCH ANNOYED AT OPEN 

LOBBYING BY GEN. GRANT FOR FITZ- 

JOHN PORTER. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March N. Excuse 
me, this is private,” said one of the Door- 
keepers of the lobby leading to the marble- 
room thisafternoon, as a gentleman tried 
very persistently to pass him. This is the 
reception which scores of strangers meet 
daily, as they innocently endeavor to go 
through that lobby. The language did not 
attract attention, but the answer of the 
stranger did. “I am Gen. Grant, and I 
want to see Mr. Windom and other Sena- 
tors,“ said the persistent stranger. Im- 
mediately the obedient door flew open, and 
the Doorkeeper was profuse with his ap- 
ologies. The announcement of Gen. Grant 
to the Doorkeeper did not cause more sur- 
prise in the crowded ante-room than will the 
statement that the ex-President of the United 
States, and former commander of the Union 
forces, 
SPENT THE GREATER PART OF THE AFTER- 

NOON 
at the Capitol calling for Senators and urg- 
mg them to do something to help restore 
Fitz-John Porter to the army. 8 one of 
the Senators, who had been sent for, after- 
wards: “it was, to me a very depressing 
spectacle, Lobbying is bad enough anyway. 
but to be called out by the ex- President of 
the United States, and to be asked to do 
what I could to restore to the army a man 
whom, perhaps, a majority of the loyal peo- 
ple consider a traitor, was to me a very 
melancholy fact. Of course, I did not prom- 
ise to do anything to help restore Fitz-John 
Porter to the army.

He called out a good many Senators, and 
spoke very earnestly to all of them upon the 
same subject. It is difficult to understand 
what Gen. Grant expected to accom . by 
asking Senators to work for Fitz John Por- 
ter's restoration. His action would seem to 
have been 

BASED UPON THE ASSUMPTION 

that there is some bill before the Senate to 
restore him, and that their votes were to be 
solicited for that measure. That was the 
plain import of his language, and some of 
the Senators called out may not have been 
aware that there is no such bill. The fact is, 
however, that there is no such bill in the Sen- 
ate. The movements this winter in favor of 
Fitz-John Porter have thus far been through 
the Executive. It can be stated upon excel- 
lent authority, however, that neither Grant 
nor Fitz-John Porter has made any jmpres- 
sion upon President Arthur. 

THE PRESIDENT IS QUITE TOO INDEPENDENT 
of Gen. Grant, and the latter is known to be 
very much dissatisfied with his course as to 
many important offices. A Congressman 
who has taken as deep an interest in the 
Fitz-John Porter case as any one in Wash- 
ington said tonight: Lou can put it down 
asan absolute fact that Grant’s crowd have 
thoroughly failed in their attempt to induce 
Arthur to reopen the Fitz-John Porter case. 
He will not do it, and he has as much as told 
them so, and it will take more dinners than 
even George W. Childs can give, with Grant 
and Porter as the central figures, to form 
any lobby influence strong enough to help 
Fitz-John Porter through. Grant and Porter 
met again at Childs’ dinner Saturday, and 
Grant came back here lobby 
for Porter. 

GRANT GOES HOME TOMORROW MORNING, 
without waiting for President Arthur’s re- 
ception, which will oecur tomorrow night, at 
which the society writers have announced 
that Gen. and Mrs. Grant will be present. 
His sudden departure earlier than he had 
expected to go is possibly not without sig- 
nificance, and we may exvect to see Fitz-John 
Porter come to Washington to fulfill his part 
of the compact by working for the passage 
in the House of the bill to restore Grant to 
the army. But Grant will have to 
wait a while, and it would be not 
surprising if the Senate bill to restore 
Grant will sleep fora long time in the com- 
mittee. The influences which were so active 
in the Senate for the bill to put Grant upon 
the retired list are not asactive in the House, 
and you can be pretty certain that Gen. 
Logan, without whom the Grant bill could 
uot have passed the Senate, will not be stim- 
ulated with any zeal for that bill in the House 
when he learns that Grant has been lobbying 
about.the Senate in the interests of Fitz-John 
Porter. Grant is losing his judgment. In 
his efforts to put Porter on the retired list 
he may himself fail to get there.

Tur Egyptian correspondent of the Phila- 
deiphia Press contributes to that paper a 
history of the building of the Suez Canal 
which may have a significant bearing upon 
the construction of the Panama Canal and 
the legacy of indebtedness it may leave to 
some unfortunates. By the original con- 
tract, the canal company was to make the 
canal and pay to Kgypt 15 per cent of the 
profits, and after ninety-nine years hand the 
whole thing over to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment in good condition. The Viceroy made 
only one stipulation, and that was that four- 
fifths of the laborers should be natives, he 
agreeing to furnish them, and the company. 
to pay them. The first concession was made 
in 1854, and the subscriptions were opened in 
1858, bat it was found impossible to get the 
$40,000,000 required. They then per- 
snaded the Khedive to take 177,602 
shares of the original 400,000, and they 
borrowed of him $500,000. The compul- 
soryiabor system, after it had killed 
off 20,000 men, was discontinued at the de- 
mand of Engiand, and then a dispute arose 
between the Khedlve and the company, 
which was ended by Napoleon, who com- 
pelied the Khedive to pay the company 
$17,000,000. Upon other claims the Khedive 
paid $6,000,000 more. When the canal was 
done, the figures stood about as follows: 
The Khedive had paid interest on his shares, 
$1,300,000: on the award of Napoleon, 
$17,000,000; on subsequent claims, $6,000,000 ; 
and is owing $27,000,000, In other words, he 
has paid, or is to pay, $51,300,000. The 
original capital was $40,000,000; actual cost, 
$91,300,000. From this it will be seen that 
De Lesseps was out $51,000,000 in his calcu- 
lations. The Khedive lost 20,000 men and 
bankrupted himself. If the Baron's calcula- 
tions are equally close on the Panama Canal, 
somebody will have to suffer.

WILL THE ANTI-CHINESE BILL BE VE- 
TOED! 


It was stated in the Washington dispatches 
yesterday that the Acting President would 
probably veto the bill which lately passed 
both Houses of Congress by overwhelming 
majorities “to execute certain treaty stipu- 
lations relating to the Chinese.” Spite of 
the reports to this effect, we cannot believe 
that the Acting President seriously meditates 
such a veto, which wquid be unwise, for the 
following reasons: 

1. There is no public exigency demanding 
a veto. The bill passed the Senate by a vote 
of twenty-nine to fifteen, lacking but one of 
a two-thirds vote. It passed the House by 
167 to 66, or eighteen more than two-thirds, 
It has been approved by the press and peo- 
ple, outside of New England, almost without 
distinction of party. The New York news- 
papers, with possibly one exception, have 
justified it; and the exception was not a Re- 
publican journal. The Western press, which 
understands the drift of publie opinion much 
better than the Eastern newspapers do, has 
been practically unanimous in favoring the 
bill. There have been no indications of dis- 
content in New England or out of it to war- 
rant a resort to the veto power. 

2. The Acting-President is supposed to be 
a shrewd politician, and unless common re- 
port has been too kind to him he has no 
disposition to invite a contest with the peo- 
ple. But this Chinese bill is a popular 
measure. Ithas the approval not only of 
the people of the Pacific Slope, but of the 
masses everywhere. It would be approved 
by a large majority of the people of Massa- 
chusetts if it should be submitted to them. 
As long ago as 1870, before any treaty au- 
thorizing the United States to “limit, re- 
strict, or suspend immigration“ had been 
negotiated, the two parties in Massachusetts 
whose platforms declared against Chinese 
immigration received but 8,000 less than a 
majority. The vote was as follows: 


gard to Chinese immigation. The Labor Re- 
form and Democratic platforms declared 
positively against it. if the question should 
be again submitted, since atreaty has been 
negotiated explicitly conferring on the 
United States the right to “restrict, limit, or 
suspend“ Chinese immigration, the twenty- 
year bill would carry in Massachusetts by a 
vote of three to one. 

3. Inere is no real hardship in the bill. 
Twenty years isa short time in the expe 
rience even of so young a Nation as the 
United States; it is but a day in the lifetime 
of China, the most ancient Empire in the 
world. The Chinese are the sole judges as 
to whether any legislation the United States 
might undertake would be harsh or offensive. 
The fourth article of the Angell Treaty re- 
lating to immigration provides for such a 
contingency and reserves to China the right 
to negotiate for an amendment of the laws if 
they shall pve to be unnecessarily severe. 
The fourth article is as follows: 


The high contracting Powers having agreed 
upon the foregoing articles, whenever the Gov- 
ernment of the United States shal! adopt iegis- 


lative measures in accordance therewith, such 


measures shall be communicated to the Govern- 
ment of China. If the measures as enacted are 
found to work hardship upon the subjects of 
China the Chinese Minister at Washington may 
bring the matter tothe notice of the Secretary 
of State of the United States, who will consider 
the subject with him; and the Chinese Foreign 
Office may also we the matter to the notice of 
the United States Minister at Peking, and con- 
sider the subject with him to the — that mut- 
ual and unqualified benefit may result. 


It is not for the Executive Department of 
the United States Government, in advance of 
any decision by the Chinese Government, to 
decide that the action of our own Congress 
has been harsh or arbitrary or in violation of 
treaty provisions. The Chinese Government 
has a sufficient remedy. Let it use the 
powers reserved to it by the treaty. In the 
ten years which the opponents of the bill 
propose to adopt as the period of suspension 
the Chinese Government will have ample 
time to bring the matter to the attention of 
our Government and obtain amendatory 
legislation, if any shall seem to be needed. 

Mr. Arthur is a candidate for a first term. 
He courts the favor of the people. He must 
know that a veto of this bill would forever 
destroy his chances of political preferment. 
By the new apportionment California has 
six members of Congress and eight Electoral 
votes; Nevada and Oregon have each three 
Electoral votes. Neither politica! party will 
nominate for the Presidency a candidate 
who is obnoxious to the people of 
these three States, which will have a 
in the next Electoral College 
equal to that of Massachusetts herself. 
Moreover, Mr. Arthur has no immediate 
desire to commit political suicide in his own 
home—the City of New York. Yet he must 
be aware that nothing he could do would 
make him more unpopular at home than the 
veto of this bill. If there were to be landed 
in New York in the next ninety days as 
many Chinese as will probably be landed in 

to 30,000 —it would be next 
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to impossible to prevent a riot in the streets | 
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of the métropolis. Mr. Arthur is a of 
these facts. He cannot be willing to inflict 
upon the people of California, Oregon, and 
Nevada a nuisance which he would be sorry 
to see committed at his own home. If he 
has any ideas of this kind, it is to be hoped 
his friend, Senator Jones, of Nevada, will 
set him right; for he could not do himself or 
the Republican party a greater injury than 
by vetoing the twenty-year bill.

From this it appears that more than two- 

thirds of the members of both Houses of 
Congress are chosen from the legal pro- 
fession, and the mere statement of that fact 
warrants the conclusion that the lawyers 
have a larger share in the power which con- 
trols the political affairs of the Nation than 
they are entitled to either by the numbers or 
the importance of their calling. Congress is 
a law-making body, but it does not follow 
that It should be made up of lawyers. Law- 
yers are trained in the history of jurispru- 
dence to some extent, but the practice of 
their profession engrosses them in the tech- 
nical construction and ex-parte bearings of 
statutes. A successful lawyer is not neces- 
Sariiy a trustworthy expounder of the prin- 
ciples of law, nor well fitted by his nature 
or experience to bea law- maker. The men 


j 
who make the laws of a country should be 


endowed with a strong sense of justice, a 
clear perception of right and wrong, a 
full appreciation of the value of sim- 
plicity of expression and directness of 
bearing, and an experience in the 
practical relations of communities and indi- 
viduals towards each other. The technical 
knowledge of the forms of law could be sup- 
plied by a commission of three lawyers, if 
there were nota smgle member of the legal 
profession in Congress or in the State Legis- 
latures; and it is probable that legal skill 
employed after this fashion would produce 
a more compact and less complicated system 
of laws than come from a large number of 
technical and verbose lawyers. Practice in 
public speaking is the most common introduc- 
tion of the lawyer into public life, but it is 
certainly one of the most useless incidents in 
the framing of good laws. The bankers, 
merchants, manufacturers, and tarmers have 
more at stake in the equity of laws than the 
Jawyers have, and their pursuits should pro- 
duce men who are much better fitted than 
lawyers to determine what rules shall gov- 
ern them in their dealings. Even the class set 
down as professional politicians have better 
qualifications for law-making than are 
brought to the work by professional lawyers, 
if the former study the duties of the pub- 
licist without being bound to mere form or 
tradition. If the practical business-men of 
the country held the control of all our law- 
making bodies, there would undoubtedly be 
less extravagance in the administration of 
the Government and more common-sense 
justice in the rules imposed for the rerula- 
tion of society. Editors should have no place 
in Congress. Their function is essentially 
critical. They are of more service in watch- 
ing the law-making bodies, giving voice to 
public sentiment, exposing public abuses, 
and distributing popular awards of merit 
and votes ef censure than they can possibly 
be when they become involved in the respon- 
sibilities of public life. The presence of only 
one clergyman and only one capitalist ina 
vast assembiage of tawyers is a ridiculously 
small allowance of religious and moneyed 
influence for so large a number of men who 
are naturally inclined to backsliding and 
impecuniosity. The pr-cept of one clergy- 
man and the money of one capitalist would 
not go far, we fear, in supplying the wants 
of 250 lawyers. But as the welfare of the 
people rather than the moral or material 
interests of the legal fraternity is at stake in 
Congress, it is even more important that the 
representatives of business pursuits should 
be increased than it is that preachers and 
money-lenders should be selected in larger 
numbers. There are too many lawyers in 
our legislative bodies, and that is the main 
reason why we have too many laws. 


OUR COMMERCE WITH CHINA. 

The commercial reasons which have been 
advanced to induce Mr. Arthur to veto the 
twenty-year Chinese bill have not much 
merit in themseives, but they may serve a 
useful purpose if they shall cause the nature 
of our commerce with China to be better 
understood. The late Commissioners of the 
United States to China concluded simul- 
taneously twe treaties. One provided for 
the regulation of Chinese immigration. The 
other was a commercial treaty. Art. 3 of 
the second treaty contained the following 
clause: 


His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of China 
hereby promises and agrees that no other kind 


or higher rate of tonnage dues or duties for im- 


ports or exports On coastwise trade shall be im- 
posed or levied in the open ports of China upon 
vessels wholly belonging to citizens of the United 
States, or upon the produce, manufactures, or 
merchandise imported in the same from the 
United States or from any foreign country, or 
upon the produce, manufactures. or merchan- 
dise exported in the ame to the United States 
or to any foreign country, or transported in the 
same from one open port of Chinato another, 
than are imposed or levied on vessels or cargoes 
of any other nation or on these of Chinese sub- 


jects. 

The United States grants the same privilege 
ahd exemptions to Chinese subjects that 
China accords to citizens of the United 
States. Chinacould not if she would, and 
would notif she could, make any discrimina- 
tions against the United States or in favor of 
traders of other nations. 

The trade between China and the United 
States is far more valuable to the former 
than to the latter. In the year ended June 
30, 1881, we imported from China (exclusive 
of Hong Kong) goods to the value of $23,- 
$17,799, of which $18,417,442, or 82 per cent, 
were admitted free of duty. The most im- 
portant articles of import from China (ex- 
clusive of Hong Kong) were

The most remarkable feature of cur com- 
merce with China is the sudden development 
of the direct trade in cotton goods. The ex- 
ports of cottons for 1880 and 1851 compare as 
follows:

The marvelous growth of this trade may 
serve to explain the sensitiveness of New 
England, and particularly of Massachusetts, 
to any disturbance of our friendly relations 
with China. It will be noticed in this con- 
nection that the United States impose a duty 
equal to 4444 per cent ad valorem on un- 
bleached cottons and 58 per cent ad valorem 
on printed and colored cottons for the pro- 
tection of home manufacturers,“ though the 
latter are at the same time able to sell $3,600,- 
000 of their products in Chinain open com- 
petition with British manufacturers. 

The anxiety of the New England cotton 
kings lest this new and profitable trade may 
be lost is misplaced. As we have already 
shown, they are amply pretected by the com- 
mercial treaty with China negotiated and 
ratified at the same time with the immigra- 
tion treaty. It will be premature for them 
to manifest any alarm until steps have been 
taken by the Chinese Government looking to 
the termination of one treaty or the other. 
No such steps need be looked for so long as 
China shall continue to send to the United 
States $4.50 worth of her teas, raw silk, 
opium, ete., for every $1 worth of cotton, 
petroleum, and ammunition she takes back 
from this country. The Chinese are shrewd 
traders. They will not abandon a profitable 
market for a point of pride, nor refuse a 
good bargain when it is offered to them, 
whatever the nationality of the person offer- 
ing it may be.

MASON’S OFFENSE AND PUNISHMENT. 

The New York Evening Post has been con- 
spicuous by its condemnation of the unt 
versal public sentiment which protests 
against Sergt. Mason’s punishment as ex- 
cessive to the degree of bloodthirsty brutali- 
ty. It is not content with magnifying the 
offense committed by Serat. Mason, and jus- 
tifying the sanguinary sentence which the 
West Point martinets imposed upon the 
patriotic soldier without warrant of law, but 
it also construes public indignation at the 
treatment he has received to be of the same 
spirit which approves of lynching, and it there- 
upon reads a long lecture to the American 
people, which is irrelevant and far-fetched. 
The animus of the Post may be discovered in 


the following extract: 


The movement in favor of the pardon of 
Mason, the soldier who fired at Guiteau, whether 
it tiods expression in a petition with . 000 si- 
natures, or with 300, as is threatened, is a 
symptom of relaxation of the moral fibre which 
is anything but pleasant. .. Ik there be 
any value iu faithfulness to trusts, io the sanc- 
tity of au Oath, in the obligation of service vol- 
untarily undertaken, Mason did a far worse 
th than a man fo the streets who tried to 
lynch Guiteau would have done. He did neariy 
the basest thing a soldier can do. He disre- 
garded all the moralities which distinguish a 
soldier from an armed ruffian. He put himself 
in the position of a profligato clergyman, or an 
embezzling cashier, or a drunken temperance 
lecturer. In taking bim up, therefore, 
as an Object of sympathy, and trymg to 
depreciate the authority of those who bave 
punisbed bim, and exalt the quality of his 
act, his admirers do far more than express their 
detestation of Guiteau. They help to belittie 
the very virtues which do most to keep society 
together, and palliate the loose way of look- 
ing at social obligations of which Guiteau's 
career was a very etriking illustration. In fact, 
the moral atmosphere which Mason's friends 
would fain create and diffuse through the coun- 
try is the one which produces Guiteaus 13 and 
produces in them the faithlesness and willful- 
ness Which instigated his offense J. Once 
propagate the Mason way of looking at duty, 
and we shall have an army of cranks, who will 
not always shout at the man who deserves death, 
or prove false to obligations which are of but 
little importance to the community. 


Here are several false premises, and ab- 
surd deductions therefrom. Avenging the 
assasination of the Chief Magistrate of the 
Nation has no possible tendency to promote 
crimes of malice or to weaken the obliga- 
tion of any soldier to his flag or country; and 
it is perfect nonsense to affirm that it has 
such an effect. 

There are two or three points about the 
Mason case which are as clear as the noon- 
day sun to most people, but apparently ob- 
scured altogether to the Post writer, who, to 
use the language of Thurlow Weed, is evi- 
dently “ineapabie of discriminating between 
an offense prompted by right feelings and im- 
pulsively committed. and a crime deliberate- 
ly and maliciously perpetrated.” 

There was no popular protest against the 
arrest and imprisonment of Sergt. Mason. 
The people knew that he had done some- 
thing he ought not to have done, and ex- 
pected that he would receive some punish- 
ment. The shock to the public sense of 
justice came when the sentence of the court- 
martial was announced. That sentence was 
recognized instantly and universally as beast- 
ly—as out of all proportion to the nature of 
Mason’s offense and its result. The essence 
of crime is the doing of a malicious wrong. 
There was no malice in Mason’s act. He 
looked upon Guiteau, as did the American 
people, as vastly more déserving of death 
than any condemned murderer in the 
Union. To that extent he merely shared the 
convictions of the entire people. The wrong 
he committed was in taking upon himself 
the duty of an avenger, Which properly rest~ 
ed upon the Washington community acting 
through lawful process. But Mason was 
subjected to peculiar temptation to dispatch 
the horrible assasin, and human nature has 
limits to its powers of self-denial and repres- 
sion of virtuousiy-indignantfeelings. Sergt. 
Mason was in a position where he could act 
as an avenger. He shot thro a window 
into Guiteau’s cell in much the same spirit 
that a man returns a blow given to his father. 
Guiteau had assasinated the President, who 
was also Mason’s Commander-in-Chief; and 
Mason had not the strength of resolution to 
overcome the temptation to try to avenge the 
awfulcrime. His attempt, however, result- 
edin no injury to Guiteau or any one else, 
He was arrested and imprisoned for months 
by the military authorities without warrant 
of law, as he was notin the line of a soldier’s 
duty when he fired his gun at the window of 
the jail, but had been forced to the perform- 
ance of an unmilitary duty; and a court- 
martial which had no lawful jurisdiction of 
his offense proceeded to impose on hima 
greater punishment than it would have been 
possible under the law of the District of 
Columbia to mete out to Guiteau if President 
Garfield had survived the assasin’s bullet. 
The court-martial which tried Mason, and 
the New York Evening Post, are apparently 
the only authorities who regard Mason’s 
erime as more heinous than Guiteau’s—un- 
less we also include the miscreant himself, 
who fully approves of the sentence. 

The fact should not be ignored that the ex- 
cessive punishment inflicted upon poor Ma- 
son was only secured through a violation of 
the civil law. If the New York Evening 
Post entertains as high a notion of the sanc- 
tity of law as it pretends to have it cannot 
afford to blink this phase of the case. The 
assignment of the regular soldier, Sergt. Ma- 
son, to police duty at the Washington Jail, 
standing guard over a civil prisoner, was 
probably unlawful in itself. But whether it 
was or not, Mason was guilty of a civil of- 
tense. The charge tried by the court-martial 
was of a civil nature—an assault with intent 
to killacivil prisoner. It appears that the 
only persons who were competent to make 
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this charge were Maj. Graves, Capt. Me- 
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duty to swear out a warrant against 

and to turn him over then and there to the 
civil authorities. This is one of the points 
made by Mason’s counsel in his petition for 
a writ of abend corpus. The failure of 
these officers to do their duty did not confer 
upon a court-martial any authority which it 
did not otherwise have under the Jaws of the 
United States. No army tribunal was au- 
thorized in time of profound peace to ar- 
raign Mason for a civil offense, try him, and 
sentence him toa greater punishment than 
could have been impesed upon him by a 
civil court. The editor of the New York Sun 
has had epportunity in bis time to obtain a 
bettet knowledge of the rules of war than 
any one of the editors of the Post, and he 
says:

The Evening Post, while posing as the 
vindicator of the law, really places itself in 
the attitude of approving a violation of law. 
Its position is all the weaker, too, because it 
indorses the substitution of military force 
for civil authority in time of péace, and be- 
cause it sustains the barbarous Mason sen- 
tence, thus unlawfully imposed. 

If the Post were antagonizing the proper 
process of law for humanitarian reasons, its 
inconsistency might be excused; but, as it is 
really justifying the overturning of law in 
order to sustain an outrageously eruel and 
illegal sentence, its position is indefensible 
from every possible point of view. 

The mature verdict of the people, when 
delivered with anything like unanimity, as in 
the present case, may always be trusted as 
right. That verdict condemns the arrogation 
of civil authority in time of peace by a court- 
martial, and pronounces its verdict extreme 
and sanguinary. The American people will 
not fail, either through the civil courts or 
Exeeutive action, to rescue Mason from un- 
due punishment for an offense which was not 
prompted by malice, but committed under 
great temptation, which resulted in no in- 
jury to any one, but was born of a patriotic 
and righteous purpose to avenge the greatest 
crime of modern times, which the people as a 
whole still intend to punish with death and 
infamy.

THE OOUNTRY*ROAD QUESTION. 

The protracted wet weather of the winter 
of 1881-’82 has brought home to every farmer 
in Unnois and adjoining States, to every 
country merchant, as well as to all wholesale 
dealers in Chicago and other large cities of 
the West, the serious loss resulting from the 
absence of passabie s. Of what avail are 
the 8,000 miles of rally in the State of II- 
nois when the country roads to and from 
the stations are during three or four mouths 
of nearly every season impassable and un- 


pable to bear the weight of even an empty 


wagon, much less a joadedone? In many of 
the counties of this State and Iowa there has 
been no corn delivered at a station, even 
where the haul was only three or four miles, 
because of the bottomless condition of the 
roads. There has not been a frost since De- 
cember hard enough and long enough to 
make the roads capable of bearing a load to 
the railroad station. 

The result is that crops have not been de 
livered, and the country merchant has had 
to carry the debts of the farmers, and has in 
turn been carried by his own creditors. The 
credit system has of late years been largely 
abandoned throughout this State, the farm- 
ers running no bills and buying what they 
need for cash; but this most desirable con- 
dition of affairs has been seriously inter- 
rupted in many cases this winter, where the 
delivery of crops lias been prevented because 
of the wretched condition of the roads. 

In the meantime, while business to and 
from the railroad towns and stations has 
been thus interrupted, the traffic on the 
railways has also been proportionally re- 
duced, and trams that ordinarily are filled 
with merchandise picked up at the stations 
have run with greatly diminished loads. 

This condition of the country roads in the 
West, and especially in this State, calls 
loudly for a remedy, and in securing this 
remedy the railway companies are as deeply 
interested as are the farmers, and they should 
give their aid in certain direct and practical 
ways, so as to have this remedy applied with 
the least possible delay. 

Next to the hard and well-macadamized road 
—and there is an abundance of stone in the 
State for this purpose—the tile<irained road 
offers the most available and cheapest cor- 
rective. It will furnish dry roads in winter, 
and the want of dry roads has been the great 
calamity during the present season. The flat 
ground, covered with water, has left the 
roadways amassof deep, miry mud, to which 
every rainfall has added its additional water, 
creating additional depth of sticky mud. 
This mud, so deep as to prevent the hauling 
of empty wagons, extends from the railway 
station houses back to the farm gates. 

The railroad companies might well afford 
as an example and encouragement to the 
county authorities to purchase and deliver 
to the Supervisor of every township enough 
tile to drain the chief public road at least 
one mile from each station. This would 
demonstrate beyond dispute the value of 
running a tile of suitable size under a mud 
road, and would cause the people of each 
township to introduce road-tiling every- 
where, What is needed first is a proper be- 
ginning in this matter of tiling the roads. 
This work is comparatively inexpensive. The 
tiling can be laid without great cost—certain- 
ly, considering the immediate and perma- 
nent benefit, wholly trifling. The railways 
can well afford to purchase and haul the 
tiles needed for one or two miles of drain- 
age of the roads leading out from each sta 
tion. The cost would be inconsiderable com- 
pared with the result. 

There can be but few countiesin the State 
thus furnished with dry roads within a dis- 
tance of a mile from each station which 
would hot willingly extend the tiling of the 
roads to every point where good, or at least 
dry, roads were wanted. 

The railroads have it in their power to do 
much more than this for their own interests. 
It is now an ascertained and well-established 
fact, that tiled farms produce double the 
crops that ‘untiled lands do. Townships 
where the lands are tiled produce in propor- 
tion to the amount of tiles laid double the 
quantity of wheat, corn, oats, barley, and 
even of clover and timothy-grass. Such 
farms are but little affected either by wet or 
dry seasons, late springs, or early fall frosts, 
Everything grows far better, faster, stronger 
on tiled than on untiled lands, 

The railroad companies are therefore pe- 
cuniarily interested in having the lands of 
all the farms along their roads tiled, as that 
unprovement doubles the amount of grain 
those farms have to sell and adds to what 
they can buy in thé same proportion. Con- 
sequently the railway companies are directly 
and deeply interested in the encouragement 
ot the use of tiles. They should all combine 
and make 4 mere nominal rate for the trans- 
portation of tiles from the factories to the 
nearest stations on their roads. This rate

ate use. To tile a farm is very costly to each 
individual, but the delivery of tiles free or at 
nominal rates for transportation would be a 
great encouragement to those who desire 
them, and to whom each dollar of the cost is 
of immediate concern. . 

The railroad companies do the entire com- 
merce of the millions of producers of this 
State; whatever helps the one helps the 
other; every additional bushel of grain or 
hog produced calls for additional transporta- 
tion, and every facility to deliver products at 
the railway station is a facility in the way of 
transportation. The railway companies are 
directly interested in having good roads 
from every farm to their stations. They 
should offer all the mwud-afflicted towns on 


their several lines to haul to them free of 


charge all the tile, all the stone, and gravel, 


‘and plank, that may be needed to drain or 


construct roads that can be traveled with 
loads all the year around. They should en- 
courage good roads by helping in the con- 
struction. The summer of 1882 ought to be 
largely devoted to road tiling, and that 
county provided with good roads will not 
stop in the way of improvement until every 
acre of farm land is also redeemed py tiling.

Tun New York Assembly on Friday last 
passed, by a vote of 74 to 44, a resolution for 
an amendment to the State Constitution, 
which will provide fer the abolition of tolls 
on the canals and for their maintenance at 
the expense of the State. The same resolu- 
tion will pass the Senate, and will then be 
submitted to the people for ratification at a 
general election. In passing this resolution, 
so far as it goes, the Legislature has dealt a 
tough blow at railroad extortion, and if it is 
carried by the people, as it undoubtedly will 
be, we may look in the near future for a 
cessation of overcharges and every other 
form of abuses of railroad transportation, 
and a decided increase of business. Upon 
the latter point the New York Evening Post 
says: 

Statistics of receipts and exports of grain at 
the principal seaports are presented in order to 
“show that, even with tolls upon the Erie Canal, 
New York has far outstripped all of her com- 
petitors.”” This is true, but statisties show also 
that the advance of New York in late years bas 
not been relatively so rapid as it once was. If, 
however, so jarwe a share of grain has come to 
this city “ witb tolls upon the Erie Canal,” is it 
net reasonable to sua that with notolisa 
still larger share — wasn when even frac- 
tions of a cent in freight are important consid- 
erations in the close competition of the time? 


The most satisfactory phase of this canal 
legislation is, that it will take away from the 
railroads their opportunity to fleece the buai- 
ness public through the discrimination in 
their favor which canal tolls make, A great 
free water highway between New York and 
the West will open up a competition that will 
speedily regulate railroad rates, and more 
effectually than it can be done dy law. It is 
the natural method, and the people of New 
York will be blind to their best interests if 
they fail to indorse their Legislature. 


Tue New York Sun has indulged in very 
cruel abuse of John Russell Young, the newly- 
appointed Minister to China, fur a constructive 
technical error in regard to Associated Press 
news, committed fifteen or twenty years ago. 
Mr. Youna was at that time managing editor of

But, whatever may dave 
been his idea of dispatches at that time, or 
whatever capacity the Sun may have for ma- 
lignaocy at this time, it bas mouthing to do with 
his appointment to the Chinese Mission. Mr. 
Young isa scholarly man, a fine journalist, and 
thoroughly competent to fill the position at the 
Court he is accredited to. To followhim up 
with abuse about this most trivial affair, and to 
magnify a petty technical fault as the Sun is 
doing, is simply cruel, and will not meet with 
any indorsement from the press or the peopie of 
this country.

One of the points about the present system 
which is disturbing to investors is that annual 
reports are withheld long beyond the time at 
which they are due, and even some monthly 
statements which have been freely and prompt- 
ly given are now very tardy in making their ap- 
pearance. The natural inference is that it is 
unfavorable news that is being concealed, and 
that the truth may not be told until the specu- 
lators who are in uave an opportunity of getting 
out. ' 

Probably the best indicators of the state of 
mercantile and industrial activity, says the New 
York Evening Post, are the railway earnings and 
the price of pig-iron. Of these, the railway 
earnings for February showed a large increase 


per mile on the increased mileage over Feb- 


ruary, 1881. The price of pig-iron also keeps 
up in consequence of the expanding demand for 
all sorts of manufactured articles. The fact 
that it does so, notwithstanding the check to 
railroad building this year, isan encouraging 
feature. To sum up the whole matter: The 
export trade—except in petroleum—is in an 
unfavorable condition that may any week now 
compel the export of specie; but the possibili- 
fies are that, as the important shortage in all 
the American crops of last year becomes more 
fully understood, European prices for American 
breadstuffs and American long-staple cotton— 
which is necessary to mix with the Indian—may 
improve, sO a8 to more nearly neutralize the 
financial deficiency in the crops than appears 
now. 

A Philadelphia dispatch says the coa! trade is 
bad. The demand is smaller than at any pre- 
vious time during the year, which is aggravated 
by large supplies at tidewater. At Buffalo, 
Erie, and Chicago there are over 500,000 tons of 
coal on the wharves, and it is believed that a se- 
rious break in prices can only be averted by the 
suspension of mining for thirty days. Some of 
the managers suggest a reduction in prices, but 
this proposition does not meet with general 
favor.
